The trip was to have been 
something in the nature of oa 
goodwill visit) by tht official 
party to Shumchun, where they 
were to pick up oa platoon of 
the 18th Chinese Army, under 
the command of Col. Chow, and 
make the return trip to Kow- 
loon with the platoon who were 
to take up quarters in Kowloon 
‘Tong, 

Everything went off accord- 
ing to programme until we jot 
to Lowu. We left Kowloon dead 
on time, bettles of beer were 
produced and everybody was 
put into the best of moods, 
even the fact Chat) we went 
(hrough Wiican Hill tunnel in 
un ocomplete — black-out (there 
were no lights on the coach) 
failed to spoil things, 

A prolonged stop wax made 
at Fanling, and here men from 
the Air Force bad an enjogable 
fifteen minutes, making friends 
with the  country-folk, giving 
them chocolate, sweets, sand- 
wiehes and having — pictures, 
both — atills and cine-pletures, 
taken with them, 

OFF THE RAILS 

We then started on the last 
lap of the journey out and had 
not gone ten minutes when a 
severe jolt brought ua all up 
with oa start. Bottles and 
glasses flew off the table, and 
we were putting things in order 
again when one of the party, 
looking out of the window said, 
“The  engine’s gone off — the 
rails,” 

In fact it had done more than 
that. It had travelled beyond 
a low wall that marked the end 
of 4 siding and carried the wall 
with it! Fortunately, the 
driver had seen what was com- 
ing and applied the brakes, and 
though this did not pull the en- 
gine and coaches: up in time, it 
averted what otherwise might 
have been a major disaster. 

Investigation suggested that 
the pointsman had, for some 
reason or other, forgotten to 
“switch over’ with the result 
that instead of gving on to the 
mainline at Lowu, the engine 
went straight into the siding at 
some considerable deed. 

As luck would have it, there 
was no casualty at all. But it 
will perhaps take a day, or the 
xreater part of it, to get the 
locomotive work on the track 
again as it went not only off the 
rails, but the forepart was firm- 
ly embedded in soft earth. 

While we were waiting for 
the breakdown gang at Lowu, 
Col, Chow arrived with two of

At the border two trucks and

Strongly objecting to n suggen- 
tion made in a letter by President 
Truman that a hundred thousand 
Jews should be allowed to enter 
Palestine, Azzam Bey declared 
that the United States Minister in 
Egypt told him that this letter is 
not to be regarded as gn official 
declaration. 

RESISTANCE THREAT 

“In principle, any dictation, 
whether coming from Britain or 
the United States would be resist- 
ed,” he anid. 

If Jewish immigration demands 
were pushed through, the Arnbs of 
Palestine ‘would resist force with 
force, It would be impossible to 
prevent neighbouring Arab coun- 
tries from lending their support to 
the Arabian resistance movement 
in Palestine were it to be suppress- 
ed forcibly.” 

Azzam Bey disclosed that a Note 
explaining the Arab point of view 
on Palestine was drafted by the 
Arab League some months ago 
and sent individuaHy by Arab 
Staten, first to Britain, and then 
to the United States. 

“We wore assured that nothing 
would be done that might touch 
the interest of Arabs without pres 
vious consultations with the Arab 
Staten. 

“This attitude was reaffirmed 
when the second Arab note was 
sent month ago following Presi- 
dent Truman's announcement ir 
July last that he was in favour of 
letting as many Jews as possible 
into Palestine. 


SEEING. BEVIN
